ter to resign. Mr. Beard has been con­ 
fined to his home for some 
time and

His resignation was 
accepted

The m eeting was called for the p ur­ 
pose of having the Borough Attorney 
report the attitude of the G ettysburg: 
Railway Company in regard 
to

port. The Railway Company had noth­ 
ing to say.

A fter constant search in the tu rb u ­ 
lent w aters below the breast 
of

He was dragging 
the creek with a rope stretched across 
to the other side.

amounting to about 300 were reported 
on 
Friday. 
In 
each 
instance 
the 
thieves worked under the cover of the 
storm and were successful in getting 
away with their loot. 
John Weikert*,, 
of Cumberland township heard 
them * 
at his hen house and secured 
a 
gun ® 
with 
the 
purpose 
of 
getting 
the 
thieves. 
A n he was approaching 
th* 
sounds of 
the 
m arauders 
he 
acci­ 
dently 
knocked 
over 
some 
lumber 
that made considerable noise in 
fall­ 
ing and the robbers had a chance 
to 
escape before he got to 
them. 
Upon 
examination of his flock Mr. Weikert 
found they had 
gotten 
away 
with 
about fifty. 
At both the places of J. H. Wen- 
achoff and 
George McDonnell 
they 
got aw ay without 
being 
discovered 
and were able to select whatever part 
of the flock they saw fit. 
The owners 
did not have any knowledge of
